Report of Provineial Land Depart-

Winnipeg, Jan. 19.—Hon. R. P. Rob- 
lin brought down the report of the 
provincial land department in the 
House yesterday. 

There was disposed of during the 
year 1903, 234,476.04 acres of land, 
which realized the sum of $778,476.37. 
The area disposed of in 1902 wae 299,- 
799.39 acres, for $1,057,763.02. The 
price per acre in i903 ranged from 
$3 to $5 amd average figure was $3.42 
which is very fair, considering the 
fact that a great area of lands which 
the department control are swap 
and as arufle are more adapted ar 
present to stock raising than grain 
growing.

TRE CALGARY FIRE 
Herald, Jan. &, 

Calgary early this morning experi- 
enced one of the worst tires, if not 
actually tho worst, in the history of 
the city. Asa result of the confla- 
gration, the new Norman block, own- 
et by Senator Lougheed, one of the 
most subgtantiai of the handsome 
looking buildings in the city, is in 
ruins. 

The following were those burned 
out: 

William Robertson, men's clothier. 

Glanville & Company, dry goods. 

The new Normandie theatre. 

Dr. Edmonds, dentist. 

The Great West Life office. 

Dr. Ernest Wills, physician. 

Dr. Aull, physician. 

F&. S. Sales, men’s clothier. 

Kerr & Tirrill, grocers. 

D. J. Young & Co., stationer 
musical instruments. 

The cause of the fire is not defin- 
itely known. It started in the fur- 
nacé room of William Rebertson’s 
clothing atore. 


About fifteen minutes after the ar- 


and 


#|rival of the brigade, Chief Smart sev- 


ing that his men were being handi- 
capped by not knowing the exact 
quarter in which the fire raged, forc- 
ed an entrance to the building and 
started in. He had gone but a few 
feet, when he dropped to the floor. 
As soon as the water was thrown on 


to this gas it Quickly generated. 
This is what cauged the chief's coi- 


lapse. 

The fire spread into Glanville’s dry 
goods establishment and made great 
Tavages iz: the big stock which the 
firm carried. 

There is a beavy fire wall between 
Glanville’s premises and the newer 
portion of the Norman block to the 
west, and the firemen did their ut- 
most to prever:t the blaze getting 
further in that direction. 

Just when it looked as if the firc- 
men, who had worked hard, were 
thought to have the fire confined to 
that portion of the block occupied by 
Glanville’s dry goods store and Rob- 
ertson’s clothing house, the water 
pressure gave out, an engine at the 
waterworks going wrong. 

From Glanville & Company's, dur- 


ing the interval of no water, the fire i 


got inte Sales’ clothing store, then on 
to Kerr & Tirrell’s grocery, and last- 
ly into D. J. Young’s book store. 

It was 5.30 O’olock before the fire- 
men really had the blaze under con- 
trol, and ali merning the firemen 
kept pouring water on the smoulder- 
ing ruins. 

The stocks carried by all of the 
firms who were burnt out, were all 
heavy, Glanville & Company had a 
stock of $40,000. 

The total loas will foot up, it is 
expected, to $156,000, while the insur- 
ance will not be much over half that 
amount.

Oats.—Lhe market holds very steady 
Suppiies are coming only in moderate 
volume. Last week’s shipments show- 
ed omly two cars shipped eastward 
from Winnipeg. 
Local feed dealers are paying 30 1-2: 
to 31 1-2c for No. 2 white oats, in car- 
lots on track here, and 29 to 30c for 
feed grades. For farmers’ loads at 
countiry points prices are averaging 
about 250. The street price here for 
farmers’ loads is about 30c a bashel 
for ordimary quality. 

Barley.—Malting grades are brinc- 
ing 36 to 37c per bushel in carlote 
om track here, and feed gradea 34 to 
35e. Farmers are getting about 28 
at country points. 

Wheat.—Manitoba wheat has been 
firm or dull according as the Ameri- 
can markets advanced or declined. 
Shipping trade is unusually quiet, 
prices being too high to allow of ex- 
port to any extent. Or the week 
prices are unchanged on the higher 
grades, but sharply lower for feed 
wheat of which there is an ever-sup- 
ply. 3 northern is also 1-2c lower 
on the weck. At the close of busi- 
ness yesterday prices were as  fol- 
lows, viz.: 1 northern, 81 3-4e: No. 2 
northern, 78 3-4c; 3 northern, 74 3-40:

Laat Sunday was college Sunday in 
the Mothodist shuroh.
